The  federal  government  will  make  55,000  permanent  residence  visas  available 
to  individuals  who  meet  eligability  requirements.  Applicants  will  be  chosen 
Iby  a  computer  generated  random  lottery  drawing.  The  visas  will  be  distributed 
among  six  geographic  regions.  More  visas  will  go  to  regions  with  lower  rates  of  immi¬ 
gration.  No  visas  will  go  to  citizens  of  countries  sending  more  than  50,000  immigrants  to 
the  United  States  in  past  five  years. 

Entries  must  be  sent  between  Oct.  1  and  Oct.  31.  To  find  out  where  to  send  the 
entries,  or  for  more  information,  call  the  Irish  Immigration  Center  at  (617)  542-7654  or 
Claire  McDonough  or  Nicholas  Burk  at  the  Office  for  Refugees  and  Immigrants  at  (617) 
727-7888.

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Affordable  Housing  and  Rising  Asian  Population 

July  26  Conference  Discussed  Affordable  Housing  for  Increasing  Asian  Population,  But  So  Far  Little  Help  is  on  the  Way

More  than  100  members  of  Asian  American  commu¬ 
nities  in  Massachusetts  gathered  on  July  26  at  a 
conference  hosted  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development's 
(HUD)  Boston  office  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Boston's  Institute  for  Asian  American  Studies.  According 
to  HUD's  local  Community  Builder  and  Forum  Manager 
Ron  Armstead,  one  topic  discussed  was  the  HUD  pro¬ 
grams  that  may  benefit  the  historically  under-served 
Asian  American  population.  But  since  the  conference, 
which  was  held  as  part  of  the  White  House  Initiative  on 
Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders,  not  many  benefits 
have  materialized.  This  is  because  of  a  lack  of  funding 
and  a  lack  of  a  binding  commitment  from  the  White 
House  under  the  Bush  Administration. 

Those  who  believe  these  benefits  are  needed, 
point  to  the  state's  growing  Asian  population.  The  2000 
US  census  shows  that  the  Asian  American  population  in 
Massachusetts  has 
increased  by  67  %  since 
1990,  Dr.  Michael  Liu  of 
the  Institute  of  Asian 
American  Studies  said. 

"The  Asian 

American  population  has 
grown  more  rapidly  in 
Massachusetts  than  any 
other  state,"  Liu  said. 

A  preliminary 
analysis  of  2000  US  census 
data,  presented  by  Liu,  reveals  three  tiers  of  Asian 
American  and  Pacific  Islanders  population  growth  in 
cities  that  included  Quincy,  Malden,  Boston,  Brookline, 
Lowell  and  Burlington.  Liu's  data  shows  that  Asian 
Americans  are  dispersing  beyond  the  city  and  settling  in 
a  ring  surrounding  Boston. 

At  the  July  26  conference,  HUD  officials  dis¬ 
cussed  how  the  growing  Asian  American  population 
could  access  resources,  such  as  Federal  block  grants  for 
affordable  housing  and  other  types  of  human  services 
and  community  development  projects.  And  the  HUD's 
acting  Secretary's  representative  Susan  Forward 
promised  of  an  Asian  American  and  HUD  working  part¬ 
nership.  She  called  the  conference  a  new  dawn  to  recog¬ 
nizing  and  addressing  issues  important  to  Asian 
Americans. 

However,  so  far.  Forward  has  not  told  exactly 
how  HUD  might  help  ease  the  affordable  housing  crunch 
that  many  Asian  American  communities  in 
Massachusetts  face. 

She  has  instead,  over  the  past  several  weeks, 
avoided  answering  this  reporter's  calls  for  an  interview. 

Ron  Armstead,  however,  did  talk.  During  our 
conversation,  he  apologized  for  the  delay  (of  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Forward)  and  blamed  it  on  bureaucratic  red 
tape.  He  also  asked  for  a  list  of  questions  that  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Forward  would  cover,  and  he  explained  that 
his  office  in  Boston  must  first  get  approval  from  the 
Media  Relations  office  in  Washington  DC. 

One  question  on  the  list  was  "how  does  HUD 
propose  to  help  the  local  Asian  American  communities 
meet  their  housing  needs?"  Armstead  offered  no 
answers,  saying  only  that  this  is  a  politically  sensitive 
question  because  nobody  knows  for  sure  what  the 
George  W.  Bush  administration  might  be  prepared  to 
commit  to. 

Armstead  also  said  that  Forward  is  not  ready  to 
meet  the  press  at  this  point. 

The  White  House's  Asian  American  and  Pacific 
Islanders  Initiative  is  something  that  President  Bush  has 
inherited  from  his  predecessor.  President  Bill  Clinton.  It 
was  created  two  years  ago  by  Executive  Order  and  was 
intended  to  increase  opportunities  and  improve  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  life  for  Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders 
through  increased  participation  in  federal  grant  pro¬ 
grams.  "The  White  House  initiative  set  up  a  special  com¬ 
mission  in  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  to  advise  the  President  on  how  to  boost  partici¬ 
pation  in  federal  programs  in  which  Asian  Americans 
and  Pacific  Islander  residents  are  under  served  and  on 


how  to  increase  public-sector,  private-sector,  and  com¬ 
munity  involvement  in  improving  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  A  API  residents,"  stated  the  HUD  Website  page 
(www.hud.gov/local/bos/aapi.html). 

President  Bush  has  extended  the  Asian 
American  and  Pacific  Islanders  Initiative  and  recently 
announced  14  individuals  of  Asian  American  descent  to 
the  president's  Advisory  Commission  of  the  White 
House  on  Asian  American  And  Pacific  Islanders.  But, 
according  to  the  Rainmaker  Political  Group  Newswire 
(www.politicalcircus.com),  the  Initiative  had  no  operat¬ 
ing  budget  for  the  rest  of  fiscal  year  2001,  which  contin¬ 
ued  through  yesterday  (Sept.  20,  2001).  Furthermore,  it 
reported  that  Bush  has  not  included  the  Initiative  in  his 
budget  for  fiscal  year  2002,  which  begins  Oct.  1,  2001. 
[Editor's  note:  It  has  been  reported  that  for  the  fiscal  year 
2002,  the  Congressional  Asian  Pacific  American  Caucus, 
which  is  chaired  by  Rep.  David  Wu,  a  Democrat  from 
Oregon,  has  placed  a  line  item  in  the  appropriations  bill 
requesting  $3  million  to  be  allocated  to  the  Asian 


Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders  Initiative.  Twenty-eight 
members  of  Congress  have  signed  to  support  the  mea¬ 
sure  as  of  Aug.  20.  This  info  is  from  www.rainmakerpo- 
litical.com] 

There  are  also  conflicting  reports  over  whether  a 
commissioner  for  Massachusetts  has  been  named. 

Richard  Cheng,  who  is  the  Project  Director  for 
the  Great  Wall  Center  and  who  is  running  for  City  coun¬ 
cil  in  Malden,  probably  knows  best  what  Asian 
Americans  will  have  to  do  if  they  want  help  from  the 
government.  During  a  round  table  discussion  at  the  July 
26  conference,  Cheng  urged  all  Asian  Americans  to  get 
more  actively  involved  in  local  politics  and  civic  life. 
"Self-determination"  is  the  best  protection  for  our  own 
community,  meaning  that  we  should  be  self-reliant,  he 
said. 

Later,  in  a  phone  interview,  Cheng  said  the 
Asian  community  in  Malden  is  not  receiving  much  fund¬ 
ing  for  affordable  housing,  which  particularly  affects 
those  who  are  on  a  fixed  or  low  income.  He  asked  this 
rhetorical  question:  "If  the  City  of  Malden  is  not  provid¬ 
ing  affordable  housing,  so  where  are  the  Asian 
Americans  going  to  go?" 

"[Affordable  housing]  is  politically  incorrect 
...by  the  standard  of  real  estate  developers  and  lawyers 
here,"  he  said.  He  then  said  that  these  people  would 
make  more  money  if  there  were  more  privately  financed 
real  estate  projects. 

However,  Cheng  said,  recently  in  Malden  there 
has  been  a  new  political  force  growing.  For  example,  a 
zoning  ordinance  was  passed  that  ensures  that  at  least  10 
%  of  any  major  housing  development  project  be  set  aside 
for  affordable  housing. 

He  pointed  out  that  Malden  lacks  the  political 
will  to  mandate  that  a  certain  amount  of  money  be  set 
aside  for  affordable  housing. 

"Ten  or  15  years  ago,  Malden  was  an  affordable 
community,"  he  said,  adding  that  the  rent  for  a  two-bed- 
room  apartment  would  mostly  cost  between  $600  and 
$700  per  month.  "In  the  past  two  or  three  years,  the  rent 
has  skyrocketed,  a  two-bedroom  apartment  would  (now) 
rent  for  $1,500  or  $2,000  per  month,"  he  said. 

Cheng  said  that  five  years  ago,  many  Asian 
immigrants  who  lived  in  Malden  were  able  to  afford 
buying  a  house.  But  in  the  last  two  years,  many  Asian 
Americans  have  been  priced  out  of  the  housing  market, 
he  said. 

"We  need  a  more  friendly  and  welcoming  envi¬ 
ronment,  (an  environment)  where  our  concerns  about 
affordable  housing  and  home  ownership  would  be 


heard,"  he  said.  "We  need  to  get  everyone  together  to 
rally  on  the  same  issue." 

The  Chinese  Progressive  Association's  director, 
Lydia  Lowe,  said  that  affordable  housing  is  a  big  issue 
for  the  Asian  community  in  Chinatown  as  well  as  for 
communities  in  other  areas. 

Lowe  said  the  problem  with  the  HUD  budget  is 
that  there  is  an  overall  cutback  on  housing,  therefore,  the 
chance  of  obtaining  more  block  grants  from  the  federal 
government  doesn't  look  too  promising. 

"I  think  the  presidential  administration  priorities 
had  something  to  do  with  it,"  she  said. 

In  spite  of  HUD's  overall  budget  cutback  on 
affordable  housing,  some  believe  that  the  CPA's  grass¬ 
roots  organizing  of  a  tenants'  movement  has  paid  off  sig¬ 
nificantly. 

Boston's  Chinatown  has  received  funding  from 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
(BHA)  to  create  housing  units  that  will  be  affordable  to 
low  income  earners.  These  projects  are  Mason  Place 

(Millennium);  Temple 
Place,  which  is  largely  an 
elderly  housing  project, 
and  Parcel  C  (at  Harrison 
Avenue  and  Nassau,  Oak 
and  Ash  Streets  in 
Chinatown). 

Lowe  said  the  fund¬ 
ing  for  these  projects  have 
come  from  different 
sources.  A  small  portion 
of  it  may  have  come  from 
the  Federal  block  grants,  but  a  large  portion  of  it  has 
come  from  the  Department  of  Neighborhood 
Development  (DND)  and  local  private  real  estate  devel¬ 
opers,  such  as  the  Asian  Community  Development  Inc., 
the  Millennium  and  Stem. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Viet  Aid,  Long 
Nguyen,  (Dorchester)  explained  that  HUD  has  annual 
allocations  set  aside  for  affordable  housing  and  commu¬ 
nity  development  projects.  HUD  awards  each  state  with 
federal  grants,  and  the  state  in  turn  provides  funding  for 
the  city,  he  said. 

"We  have  a  number  of  projects  in  Dorchester,  so 
we  applied  for  funding  from  the  City,"  said  Nguyen.  He 
added  that  money  has  come  indirectly  from  HUD. 

There  is  a  small  housing  project  of  six  affordable 
units,  which  is  partly  funded  by  the  City  of  Boston's 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Development  (DND),  the 
rest  of  it  is  funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Partnership  fund,  said  Nguyen. 

The  Vietnamese  American  Community  Center  is 
another  project  that  is  partly  funded  by  DND;  the  fund¬ 
ing  has  come  indirectly  from  HUD,  Nguyen  said.  This 
project,  an  18,000-square-foot  center,  will  be  located  in 
Fields  Comer,  Dorchester. 

"We've  been  working  on  it  over  the  past  four 
years,"  he  said.  "It's  primarily  for  Vietnamese,  but  also 
for  everyone." 

"We  are  hopeful  that  construction  can  begin  in 
October  of  this  year,  or  it  might  be  early  next  year," 
Nguyen  said. 

Nguyen  said  the  idea  for  a  community  center 
for  the  Vietnamese  is  a  dream  that  has  been  kicking 
around  for  20  years.  "But  (it  was)  not  until  we  have 
reached  the  critical  mass  last  year  that  plans  to  go  ahead 
with  the  project  began,"  said  Nguyen. 

Based  on  the  2000  US  census,  the  number  of 
Vietnamese  in  Massachusetts  has  increased  by  83  %  since 
1990. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Cambodian 
American  League  of  Lowell,  Ratha  Yem,  said  his  organi¬ 
zation  has  been  receiving  federal  grants  from  HUD  for  its 
micro  enterprise-training  program  since  1996. 

Yem  said  it  depends  on  your  budget,  but  HUD 
only  funds  a  portion  of  it.  The  training  program  run  by 
Yem's  organization  receives  $175,000  from  HUD.  The  rest 
comes  from  private  foundations  and  corporations. 

The  training  program  is  not  just  for 
Cambodians,  but  for  anyone  who  lives  in  Lowell,  and

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What  Do  We  Tell  Our  Kids  About  the 
Terrorist  Attacks...?...and  the  Backlash?

never  let  my  children  watch  the  news. 

However,  last  Tuesday  morning,  while  getting  my  daughter  ready  to  go  to 
kindergarten,  we  received  a  phone  call  to  turn  on  the  TV.  I  turned  it  on  with 
my  five  year  old  daughter  at  my  side  and  she  saw  the  same  images  that  we  did 
and  asked,  "What  is  happening?"  before  we  even  really  knew  what  we  were  see¬ 
ing. 

I  know  that  in  these  situations,  the  child's  main  concern  is  to  know  that 
she  is  safe  and  that  her  loved  ones  are  safe.  So  I  told  her  that  some  bad  guys 
crashed  an  airplane  into  two  very  tall  buildings,  but  it  happened  very  far  away  in 
New  York  City  and  our  house  is  not  so  tall,  so  she  is  safe,  MaMa  and  Daddy  are 
safe,  her  sisters  are  safe,  Gong  Gong  and  Po  Po  are  safe.  Grandma  is  safe. 

Everyone  is  safe  and  she  does  not  need  to  worry.  Then  I  whisked  her  away  from 
the  TV  set  as  quick  as  I  could. 

As  the  day  went  on  and  the  news  began  leaning  more  towards  Middle 
Eastern  suspects,  I  wondered  how  many  Arab  Americans  are  going  to  be  harassed 
and  attacked  and  killed  by  other  Americans  because  of  this?  After  the  Oklahoma 
City  bombing,  over  200  Arab  Americans  were  attacked  by  other  Americans  before 
Timothy  McVeigh  was  identified  as  the  bomber.  Every  time  I  heard  distant  sirens, 

I  worried  that  someone  might  have  bombed  the  Islamic  school  or  the  Mosque 
down  the  street,  I  was  selfishly  relieved  that,  for  the  moment  at  least,  the  suspects 
were  not  Chinese  (that  was  last  year  with  Wen  Ho  Lee).  At  least  my  children  were 
relatively  safe  (although  a  Mexican- American  man  was  attacked  in  a  local  bar,  so 
no  brown-skinned  person  is  completely  safe). 

When  my  six  year  old  returned  from  school,  I  gave  her  the  same  basic 
explanation.  But  since  she  is  in  first  grade  at  a  big  public  school,  1  gave  her  a 
longer  warning. 

I  told  her  that  nobody  knows  who  did  it,  but  people  are  very  upset  about 
it  and  sometimes  when  people  are  upset  they  are  quick  to  blame  anyone,  so  she 
needs  to  be  aware  that  if  she  sees  anyone  picking  on  or  hurting  anyone  and  saying 
things  like,  "You  did  it,"  or  "It's  because  of  your  people,"  or  if  anyone  ever  says 
something  like  that  to  her,  to  tell  a  teacher  immediately.  It  was  pretty  obvious  to 
her  that  of  course  the  kids  did  not  do  it  because  they  are  just  kids.  I  explained  that 
even  though  they  might  look  like  the  people  suspected  of  doing  it  (again,  no  one 
knows  who  did  it  yet),  the  kids  and  their  families  are  American  just  like  we  are. 

I  gave  her  the  answers  to  the  questions  I  hope  she  will  never  have  to  face  because  I 
want  her  to  be  prepared  for  that  moment  when  there  is  no  time  to  think. 

She  was  looking  at  me  like  I  was  a  little  crazy,  so  I  explained  to  her  that 
during  World  War  II,  when  the  Japanese  bombed  Pearl  Harbor,  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment  put  all  the  Japanese  Americans  into  concentration  camps  because  they" 
looked  like  the  Japanese  even  though  they  were  Americans,  even  the  kids,  even 
the  babies.  Also  during  World  War  II,  some  Chinese  American  kids  were  harassed 
and  picked  on  in  school  because  some  people  thought  they  looked  like  Japanese 
Americans. 

My  daughter,  already  so  hip  to  Asian  American  issues  at  the  age  of  six 
asks,  "How  could  anyone  confuse  Japanese  and  Chinese  people?  They're  totally 
different!" 

I  did  not  tell  her  about  the  time  my  Pakistani  American  friend  Nadeem 
Hussein  was  stopped  and  searched  at  the  airport  because  he  shared  a  last  name 
with  Iraqi  leader  Saddam  Hussein.  I  did  not  tell  her  about  how  Chinese  American 
Vincent  Chin  was  killed  because  he  was  mistaken  for  the  Japanese  auto  industry.  I 
did  not  tell  her  about  how  just  last  year  during  the  Wen  Ho  Lee  investigation,  a 
radio  station  announcer  in  Texas  called  for  all  Chinese  Americans  to  be  put  into 
"Japanese  camps." 

Rather  than  tell  her  that  some  would  not  consider  her  to  be  a  "real" 
American  because  of  the  color  of  her  skin  and  the  shape  of  her  eyes,  I  simply  tell 
her  that  sometimes,  when  people  are  upset,  they  get  confused. 

I  worry  about  pushing  her  into  the  role  of  Little  Civil  Rights  Defender  of 
the  Playground  at  so  young  an  age,  but  someone  has  to  do  it. 

My  thoughts  go  out  to  all  the  Arab  American  families,  indeed  all  the  eth¬ 
nic  minority  families  in  this  country.  What  was  done  at  the  World  Trade  Center 
and  the  Pentagon  is  already  done,  but  I  fear  there  will  be  more  attacks  on 
Americans  by  other  Americans  in  the  days  ahead.  Be  safe  and  let  us  teach  our  chil¬ 
dren  to  protect  and  stand  up  for  each  other.  Have  them  remind  the  others,  whose 
parents  may  not  be  as  hip  to  how  things  are,  that  we  are  all  Americans.

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because  we  receive  funding  from  HUD,  we  can't  discriminate,  Yem  explained.  When  the 
trainees  finish  the  program,  they  will  know  how  to  start  a  small  business,  he  said. 

Yem  said  his  organization  also  receives  $5  million  from  HUD  money  for  24  apart¬ 
ment  housing  projects,  in  which  some  of  the  units  are  affordable. 

Based  on  the  2000  US  census,  the  number  of  Cambodians  in  Massachusetts  has 
increased  by  40  %  since  1990. 

HUD  has  a  lot  less  money  to  work  with  these  days  in  terms  of  affordable  housing 
for  Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders  on  a  fixed  or  lower  income,  Liu  said.  The  recent 
cutbacks  in  funding  for  human  services  and  affordable  housing  contrast  with  the  more  gen¬ 
erous  funding  in  the  1950s  and  1960s,  Liu  further  noted.  The  funding  for  housing  has 
begun  to  dwindle  since  the  Nixon  and  Reagan  years,  he  said. 

That  July  26  conference  represented  special  efforts  by  HUD,  one  of  the  few  federal 
agencies  to  make  contacts  with  the  expanding  Asian  American  population  in  Massachusetts, 
Liu  said.  There  will  be  more  requests  for  help  from  the  growing  Asian  American  communi¬ 
ties  throughout  Massachusetts  in  the  near  future,  he  said.  "This  is  a  time  of  uncertainty,"  Liu 
said,  adding  that  the  Initiative  is  in  transition  with  the  new  administration  in  power.  He 
said  that  President  Bush  would  undoubtedly  have  a  new  set  of  agenda  and  policies  toward 
Asian  Americans.

Television  Review:  "In  America:  The  Chinese  Story" 


On  the  International  Channel 

By  Fred  Chin 

History  is  an  interesting  document 
on  human  activities.  It  teaches  us 
not  only  about  our  past  but  also 
about  our  present.  It  records  what 
happened,  and  what  is  happening. 
Voices  speak  from  the  past  into  the 
present.  And  voices  in  the  present 
attempt  to  speak  to  the  future.  All 
together  they  represent  a  social  memo¬ 
ry  for  posterity. 

"In  America:  The  Chinese 
Story"  is  about  history,  and  a  history 
in  the  making.  The  Chinese  people  are 
fond  to  say  that  history  is  for  -  tien 
hsia  -  all  creatures  under  the  sun. 

When  collective  human  memory  lives 
among  all  people,  history  comes  alive. 
History,  therefore,  as  a  universal  mem¬ 
ory  can  conspire  to  keep  the  living  in  a 
stagnant  present,  or  can  inspire  to 
guide  the  future  towards  a  new  hori¬ 
zon.  This  depends  on  which  value  we 
attach  to  history. 

This  documentary  is  about  the 
early  Chinese  laborers  who  came  to 
America.  It's  about  the  recent  wave  of 
Chinese  families  and  professionals 
since  the  US  laws  on  Asian  immigra¬ 
tion  relaxed  in  1965.  And  it  is  about 
the  Chinese- American  future  of  the 
native  born  and  new  arrivers.  Being 
from  the  generation  of  immigrant 
Chinese  in  America,  my  Chinese 
American  view  on  this  work  is  colored 
by  my  own  experiences.  Hearing  per¬ 
sonal  stories  of  fellow  Chinese  in 
America  affirms  my  own  journey 
through  American  advantages  and 


disadvantages.  They  help  to  anchor 
my  perspective  on  life  and  on  people 
in  general.  This  is  a  nice  thirty-minute 
program  to  watch.  When  I  listened  to 
stories  told  in  the  documentary,  I  was 
reminded  that  Chinese  thoughts  can 
translate  well  into  American  dreams. 
Translated  thoughts  and  dreams,  I 
realized,  show  no  racial,  national,  eth¬ 
nic  or  cultural  differences.  Though  a 
thick  boundary  is  very  real,  when  pri¬ 
vate  thoughts  and  dreams  are  kept  in 
only  one  language.  This  is  known 
commonly  as  the  language  barrier,  an 
important  point  made  in  the  documen¬ 
tary. 

The  vintage  stories  confirm 
the  challenges  I  encountered  in  recon¬ 
ciling  personal  and  social  boundaries. 

I  can  be  my  most  biased  human  obsta¬ 
cle,  among  all  outside  limits  imposed 
on  me.  At  the  same  time,  I  remain  my 
most  persuasive  person  in  removing 
all  social  obstacles  that  shackled  my 
personal  mobility.  This  work  tells  of 
the  many  ways  in  which  a  select  few 
Chinese  living  in  America  reconciles 
the  boundaries  of  immigrant  existence. 

This  well  made  photo  journal, 
showing  rare  photos  from  private  and 
museum  collections,  is  the  latest  addi¬ 
tion  to  many  similar  Asian  American 
docudramas.  Watching  this  made  me 
ask  why  this  documentary  is  made  at 
this  time.  It  appears  to  me  that  this 
work  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new 
era  for  Americans  of  Chinese  ancestry. 
The  prominent  voice  in  the  documen¬ 
tary  from  the  first  Chinese  American 
Elaine  Chao  as  US  Secretary  of  Labor

is  significant  to  a  community  that  suf¬ 
fered  a  long  history  of  racial  exclusion. 

I  am  not  sure  our  first  Chinese 
American  woman  in  the  current  White 
House  Cabinet  can  represent  all 
Chinese  successes.  Not  all  Chinese 
women  can  marry  a  wealthy  and  pow¬ 
erful  American  Senator  from  Kentucky 
as  the  beautiful  Secretary  Chao  did. 
Her  highly  public  profile  has  placed 
her  husband  in  controversies  over  his 
connection  with  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  in  Taiwan.  Nevertheless,  she  is 
apparently  a  good  Chinese  American 
politician,  for  it  came  across  on  the 
screen.  Her  immigrant  story  is  a 
worthy  record  for  the  present 
because  how  far  she  successfully 
travels  in  her  career  will  also  tell  the 
future  social  distance  all  Chinese 
Americans  will  travel.  Her  success 
story  reminds  me  again  that  history 
needs  not  be  seen  as  stories  from  the 
past,  for  it  is  always  written  in  the 
present.  In  this  sense,  every  Chinese 
person  can  contribute  to  the  making 
of  an  American  history  -  that  is  a 
message  from  "In  America:  The 
Chinese  Story."

Power  to  the  Tenants 


We  may  be  spending  more,  but  we  still 
have  rights

Renting  in  Boston  isn't  easy.  It's  hard  to  find  a 
place  to  live,  and  iti s  even  harder  to  face  how 
much  you  must  pay  for  rent.  And  worst  of  all,  it 
often  seems  like  you're  helpless:  It  seems  like

You  should  also  check  the  lease  to  make  sure 
you  can  sublet;  not  all  landlords  allow  subletting.

landlords  own  and  rent  property,  they  become  subject 
to  the  Consumer  Protection  Act,  which  protects  con¬ 
sumers  from  unfair  business  practices.  He  explains 
that  renting  out  apartments  is  a  business  like  any 
other.  He  compares  it  to  owning  a  convenience  store. 

"You  can't  charge  one  person  one  amount  for 
a  candy  bar  and  another  person  another  amount," 
said  Carreiro,  who  will  conduct  the  course, 
"Landlord-Tenant  Rights  and  Responsibilities"  at  the 
Cambridge  Center  for  Adult  Education  on  Oct.  15

"Landlords  have  to  treat  you  fairly  and 
respectfully,"  said  Carreiro. 

He  said  that  apart¬ 
ments  must  meet  State 
sanitary  and  health 
codes,  and  that  land¬ 
lords  must  make 
repairs  immediately.  If 
the  landlord  doesn't, 
the  tenant  can  take 
action.  He  said  that  if 
the  landlord  fails  to  fix 
something,  say  your 
fridge  or  stove,  or  if  the 
place  is  not  sanitary  or 
livable,  say  because 
roaches  or  mice  are 
crawling  everywhere, 
then  you  can  seek  a 
rent  credit  for  the  time 
you  were  living  in 
those  conditions.

Defending  Yourself 

Keeping  records  is  the  first  defense  you 
should  take  as  a  tenant. 

"Anytime  you  enter  into  a  (business)  relation¬ 
ship  with  someone,  whether  it  be  your  mechanic  or 
whoever,  you  should  always  save  copies  of  contracts. 
In  your  landlord  and  tenant  relationship,  you  should 
keep  copies  of  your  lease,  letters  from  your  landlord 
and  letters  you  send  to  your  landlord." 

Also,  according 
to  the  Office  of 
the 

Massachusetts 
Attorney 
General,  you 
should  make  sure 
that  your  lease 
includes  the  con¬ 
tact  information 
of  the  building's 
owner  and  of  the 
person  responsi¬ 
ble  for  mainte¬ 
nance  and  repair 
of  the  apartment. 

It  should  also 
include  the  con¬ 
tact  information 
of  the  person  to 
whom  you  can 
send  copies  of 
formal  notices, 
complaints,  or 

court  papers.  And,  if  you  pay  a  security  deposit,  the 
lease  has  to  show  the  amount  you  paid,  and  must 
explain  your  rights  to  that  security  deposit  money. 

Carriero  notes  that  if  you  do  have  something 
that  needs  fixing,  you  must  tell  your  landlord  right 
away.  Your  landlord  is  only  responsible  for  repairs 
from  the  time  that  he  was  informed  about  what's 
not  working  properly.  In  the  case  of  a  sanitary  code 
violation,  you  should  first  call  your  landlord  and 
report  the  problem.  Then,  if  you  get  no  response, 
write  a  letter  to  the  landlord  about  the  problem. 

Subletting 

Partly  because  of  the  large  student  population 
here,  subletting  is  very  popular  in  Boston.  But 
Carreiro  warns  that  you  could  take  on  double 


Probably  the  most  common  concern  for  ten¬ 
ants  is  their  rent.  Unfortunately,  Carreiro  can't  tell 
you  how  to  keep  the  landlord  from  raising  your 
rent,  but  he  does  have  this  advice:  "You  should 
always  try  to  keep  a  good  relationship  with  your 
landlord.  And  the  law  will  protect  you  from  an  unrea¬ 
sonable  rent  increase." 

"You  have  the  right  to  fight  against  an  unrea¬ 
sonable  rent  increase,  especially  if  the  landlord  didn't 
improve  the  place." 

If  your  landlord  raises  your  rent  beyond  a 
reasonable  amount,  you  can  refuse  to  pay  rent. 

"Your  landlord  may  try  to  evict  you,  but  if 
you  take  it  to  court  the  judge  may  be  in  your  favor." 

Just  what  is  an  unreasonable  rent  increase? 
According  to  Carreiro,  it's  an  increase  of  more  than 
20-25%  within  12  months.

Here  are  other  tenant  rights  that  are  listed  in 
"The  Attorney  General's  Guide  to  Tenants'  Rights": 

*You  cannot  be  discriminated  against  when 
applying  to  rent  an  apartment.  Unless  you're  applying 
to  rent  in  a  two  family  building,  in  which  the  build¬ 
ing's  owner  is  also  living,  your  landlord  cannot  dis¬ 
criminate  against  you  because  of  your  race,  skin  color, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  gender,  marital  status,  reli¬ 
gion,  age,  sexual  orientation,  military  background, 
vision  impairment,  hearing  impairment,  or  need  for  a 
guide  dog.  And  in  most  cases,  the  land¬ 
lord  cannot  refuse  to  rent  to  you 
because  you  have  children. 

*  Have  you  had  to  pay  a  fee  to  the 
person  who  found  your  apartment? 
Make  sure  iti s  legitimate.  Only  a 
licensed  real  estate  broker  or  agent  may 
charge  you  a  finder's  fee  (a  fee  for  help¬ 
ing  you  find  an  apartment). 

*  The  only  payments  a  landlord  can 
ask  from  you  in  advance  are  the  first 
month's  rent,  a  security  deposit,  the  last 
month's  rent,  and  to  pay  for  a  new  lock 
and  key  for  your  apartment. 

*  The  amount  you  pay  for  the  securi¬ 
ty  deposit  can  not  be  more  than  the 
amount  of  one  month's  rent. 

*  "Your  landlord  must  deposit  your 
security  deposit  in  a  Massachusetts 
bank,  in  an  account  that  collects  interest.

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Make  the  Tax  Relief  Act  of  2001  Work  for  YOU

By  now  you've  probably  heard  about  the  Tax  Relief  Act  of 
2001,  the  sweeping  magnitude  of  the  legislation  and,  you 
may  even  have  read  the  detailed  laundry  list  of  changes.  Yes, 
the  scope  of  the  new  legislation  is  enormous.  Yes,  it  could  pro¬ 
vide  you  with  tax  savings  and  new  financial  planning  oppor¬ 
tunities.  But,  in  light  of  these  changes,  what  actions  should 
you  be  taking  now?  Here  are  a  few  things  to  consider  and 
some  suggestions  that  may  help  make  the  new  plan  work  to 
your  advantage. 

Tax  Planning 

Federal  income  tax  rates  are  reduced  for  all  taxpayers 
retroactively  to  January  1,  2001.  And,  beginning  in  2005,  mar¬ 
ried  couples  will  finally  get  some  relief  from  the  "marriage 
penalty".  What  will  you  do  with  this  extra  cash  in  your  pay- 
check?  Because  a  lower  tax  structure  is  being  phased  in,  now 
is  the  time  to  review  your  compensation  packages,  employee 
stock  option  programs  and  retirement  plans.  Talk  with  your 
Financial  Consultant  about  your  investment  portfolio  and 
other  tax-saving  strategies  you  might  consider.  Determining 
what  effect  the  new  income  tax  structure  might  have  on  your 
finances  now  could  save  you  substantial  dollars  in  the  future. 

Education  Planning 

Education  IRA  annual  contribution  limits  increase 
from  $500  per  child  to  $2,000  annual  maximum  per  child  start¬ 
ing  in  2002.  If  you  have  younger  children,  consider  this  option 
first.  In  addition,  these  funds  may  now  be  used  for  elementary 
and  secondary  education  expenses,  and  the  tax-free  distribu¬ 
tion  provisions  of  the  Education  IRAs  are  not  subject  to  the 
sunset  provisions  of  this  tax  act.  You  can  take  tax-free  distrib¬ 
utions  for  the  purchase  of  any  computer  technology  or  equip¬ 
ment,  including  educational  software  and  Internet  access  ser¬ 
vices.  You  can  also  use  the  distributions  for  uniforms,  trans¬ 
portation,  extended  day  programs,  academic  tutoring,  books 
and  supplies  in  addition  to  tuition,  room  and  board,  at  public, 
private  or  religious  schools  offering  elementary  or  secondary 
education.  Any  funds  remaining  in  the  account  can  be  applied 

A 


to  college  without  taxes  or  penalties.  So,  if  you've  never  con¬ 
sidered  an  Education  IRA,  it  may  be  time  to  reconsider. 

Retirement  Planning 

If  you  are  a  Baby  Boomer  age  50  or  older,  pay  particu¬ 
lar  attention  to  the  new  maximum  annual  contribution  limits 
to  Traditional  or  Roth  IRA  and  401  (k)  plans.  Not  only  are  con¬ 
tributions  increased,  you  may  make  additional  "catch  up"  con¬ 
tributions—  $500  for  2002  through  2005  to  a  Traditional  or 
Roth  IRA  and  $1,000  extra  in  2002  to  a  401  (k). 

In  addition,  you  may  make  catch-up  contributions  to 
both  IRAs  and  salary  deferral  plans  in  the  same  year.  Taking 
advantage  of  these  higher  limits-particularly  if  you  only 
recently  began  to  save-could  provide  a  substantial  boost  to 
your  retirement  savings,  even  if  contributions  are  not 
deductible. 

Estate  Planning 

The  amount  of  assets  you  will  be  permitted  to  pass  to 
a  beneficiary  without  incurring  estate  tax  liability  increases  to 
$1  million  in  2002  (gradually  increasing  to  $3.5  million  in  2009). 
And  Federal  estate  and  generation  skipping  taxes  (GST)  will  be 
repealed  in  2010.  Between  now  and  then,  take  full  advantage 
of  the  phase-in  changes.  As  these  laws  are  extremely  complex, 
you  should  consult  with  your  tax  and  legal  advisors.  Review 
legal  documents  such  as  wills,  trusts,  titling  of  assets  and  your 
power  of  attorney  to  determine  how  these  changes  affect  your 
individual  situation.  A  little  estate  planning  now  could  give 
your  loved  ones  peace  of  mind  and  help  transfer  assets  to  your 
designated  beneficiaries  in  a  tax-efficient  manner.

name  and  address  of  the  bank  holding 
your  security  deposit  and  the  number  of 
the  account  holding  your  money.  "Each 
year,  the  landlord  must  either  pay  you  the 
interest  your  security  deposit  has  earned, 
or  let  you  deduct  that  amount  from  a  rent 
payment.  When  your  tenancy  ends  and 
you  move  out  of  your  apartment,  your 
landlord  must  return  your  security 
deposit,  plus  interest,  within  thirty  days." 

*  The  landlord  may  keep  the  fol¬ 
lowing  from  your  security  deposit:  any 
unpaid  rent;  enough  money  to  repair  dam¬ 
ages  you  have  done  to  the  apartment,  not 
including  normal  wear  and  tear,  and  if 
your  lease  states  this,  your  share  of  an 
increase  in  the  landlord's  property  taxes.

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Mutal  Funds  101 


By  Adam  Smith 


Welcome  to  mutual  funds  101.  You've  no  doubt 
heard  of  mutual  funds.  But  you  may  still  be 
wondering  what  they  are  and  why  you  should 
invest  in  them.  This  article  will  help  explain  these 
basics  with  the  help  of  Paul  Fragala,  a  Certified 
Financial  Planner  and  Financial  Advisor. 

Fragala  says  that  when  thinking  of  mutual 
funds,  you  should  think  of  a  "company  that  man-  // 
ages  money." 

These  "money  managing"  companies 
pool  the  money  of  all  the  people  who  invest  in 
them,  and  then  they  use  that  money  to  invest  in 
stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities.  So,  when  you 
invest  through  a  mutual  fund,  your  money  and 
the  money  of  the  other  investors  are  joined 
together  so  that  the  company  can  invest  millions 
or  even  billions  of  dollars.  This  allows  you  to 
invest  in  many  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities 
with  out  spending  mega-bucks.  And,  you  don't  have 
to  spend  time  monitoring  each  stock  or  bond  because 
that's  the  job  of  the  mutual  funds,  which  have  teams 
of  researchers  and  portfolio  managers  to  make  the 
day-to-day  decisions  of  managing  the  funds. 

Still  having  trouble  visualizing  all  this? 
Fragala  uses  an  analogy  that  compares  mutual  funds 
to  an  empty  ice  cube  tray  that  you  can  fill  with  a  wide 
variety  of  liquids.  The  fund  manager  decides  what  to 
"put  in  each  part  of  the  tray."  In  other  words:  "this 
fund  manager  decides  which  security  to  buy,  sell  or 
hold.  " 

"It's  a  way  of  investing  that  allows  you  to  get 
in  with  a  small  dollar  amount.  Really,  it  makes  a  lot  of 
sense  for  a  wide  area  of  the  population  (to  invest  in 
mutual  funds,"  said  Fragala,  who  will  be  teaching  the 
course  "Mutual  Funds  A  to  Z"  at  the  Cambridge 


Center  for  Adult  Education  on  Oct.  20  (For  costs  and 
times  call  617/  547-6789.) 

"They're  for  anybody  who's  looking  to  invest 
but  have  limited  funds  or  knowledge  about  investing. 
And  they're  for  people  who  are  looking  to  save  long 
term." 

Mutual  funds  have  a  reputation  for  being 
safe.  This  is  because  of  two  reasons.  One,  they  have 


long  term.  They're  slow  and  steady.  The  opportunity 
funds  grow  fast,  but  are  volatile,  thus,  more  risky. 
"These  are  what  you  spend  your  'play'  money  on,"  he 
said.  "Assuming  you  have  money  to  'play'  with." 

These  more  aggressive,  or  fast  growing, 
stocks  are  the  more  risky  ones.  According  to  Fragala, 
if  you  invest  in  lots  of  them,  then  you  might  get  more 
money  faster,  but  you'll  risk  losing  it  all  if  the  stocks 
fall.  That's  why  he  said  you  should

actually  trace  their  beginning  to  the  1920s).  And  two, 
when  you  invest  in  a  mutual  fund,  you're  not  putting 
all  your  money  in  one  stock;  if  a  dot.com  takes  a  dive, 
you  can  count  on  other  companies  in  your  portfolio 
that  are  more  dependable. 

"It's  safer  to  invest  in  100  stocks  than  one,"  he 

said. 

But  you  should  still  be  careful  when  investing 
in  a  mutual  fund. 


"There  are  some  mutual  funds  down  75% 
from  last  year.  Some  aren't  down  at  all." 

"Mutual  funds  are  like  a  buffet.  You  have  a 
lot  of  choices;  you  can  take  all  the  fatty  foods  or  you 
can  choose  the  salad  without  dressing." 

Fragala  spoke  of  a  way  to  invest  that  involves 
two  types  of  funds:  core  funds  and  opportunity  funds. 
The  core  funds  are  the  ones  that  will  be  there  in  the 


He  said  that  when  investing  in  a 
mutual  fund,  you  have  to  figure  out  what  you  want. 

"It  depends  on  your  risk  level  and  the  time 
you  want  the  money.  You  need  to  find  the  best  return 
for  the  amount  of  risk  you'll  take.  Ask:  Who  am  I  and 
how  much  can  I  risk." 

Just  how  much  should  you  prepare  to  invest 
in  a  mutual  fund?  Around  $50  to  $100  a  month,  said 
Fragala.  But  it  is  also  a  good  idea,  he  said,  to  have  a 
cash  reserve:  Have  enough  money  in  a  bank  account, 
so  that  if  you  need  money,  you  don't  have  to  sell  your 
mutual  fund  at  a  time  when  you  may  lose  money. 

"You've  got  to  take  a  long  term  perspective,  at 
least  five  years." 

His  final  words:  "Know  your  fund  well. 

Know  its  background.  And  monitor  it.  Know  what 
you're  doing  and  do  it.  The  biggest  mistake  is  to  do 
nothing."
